OKLAHOM A. 
A Letter From Com m issioner Stockslager 
Concerning H om esteads. 
W ashington, April 17th.—Commissioner 
Stockslager made public to-day a letter con­ 
cerning homesteads in Oklahoma, addressed 
to D.D. Halstead, Purcell, I. T. It runs thus: 
In reference to memorandum of five questions 
received irom you uuder date of the 15th instant 
I have to state that it is not usual to answer hv’ 
pothetical questions, but in view of the anoma­ 
lous conditions affecting the public lands in 
Oklahoma, I will state, viz; 
la 
First-A person desiring to become an actual 
settler under the homestead laws may initiate 
his claim by entry at the District Laúd Office 
after properly selecting and examining the 
laud desired, in which case he is allowed six 
mouths irom the date of entry w ithin which to 
establish his actual residence on the laud or ii 
he so elect, he may initiate his claim by actual 
settlement on the land, which mav consist of 
some act or acts connecting himself with the 
particular tract claimed. .Said act or acts must 
be equivalent to the announcement that such 
was his intention, and irom which the public 
generally may have notice of his claim. There­ 
after lie is allowed three months within which 
to make his claim of record by entrv at the Dis- 
tt?ct ¿Ia?d Office. Which of the two methods 
should be chosc-n is a m atter lor the party’s 
election according to circumstances aud his 
own judgment of which is most desirable. 
Second and Third—Of two bona tide settlers 
or claimants, the one whose settlement or entry 
is prior in time will have superior right. When 
the inception ol the claims in the land are sim­ 
ultaneous—that is, at the same time precisely— 
their legal right is equal, and the question can 
be decided according to equities, if auy. If 
none, then it has been the practice to put the 
land up between the claimants aud to award 
the right of entry to the one bidding the highest 
tor that privilege. 
Fourth—The Act of March 2 ,18N9, enacts that 
until such lauds are open to settlement by the 
proclamation oi the President, no person is to 
be permitted to enter upon and occupy the 
same, and any person violating its provisions 
shall never be permitted to enter any of said 
lauds or acquire any right thereto. The Presi­ 
dent’s proclamation of March 23,18S9, calls at­ 
tention expressly to this provision aud directs 
that it be strictly enforced. 
Fifth—I am not prepared, in advance of a case 
arisiDg, to give an opinion as to what particular 
act or acts will be considered a violation of the 
law in this respect. 


A SERIOUS QUESTION. 
President H arrison Looks For Trouble 
lu Indian Territory. 
W a s h in g t o n , April 17th.—Oklahoma is 
occupying the attention of at least two of 
the Departments ol Government very 
largely at present, aud is giving the Pres­ 
ident far more concern than the general 
public really knows. 
The prospects of 
violence in the newly-opened territory* has 
been impressed upon the President and 
Secretary of War with great force, and thev 
have had orders issued which will place a 
strong force of soldiers through the coun­ 
try. By direction of the President, the 
orders to the military forces have been 
kept and will be kept secret. Confronted by 
a law forbidding the use of military forces 
as posse comitatus, and yet forbidden to 
declare the country under martial law until 
after some overt act has been committed, 
the President is met by a problem difficult 
to solve. 
A riot in the new country 
will probably be over with the first 
overt act, and before martial law could be 
declared, hence the military would be use­ 
less. United States Marshals have been, 
therefore, given control of the country, and 
asked to rely upon the acquisition of a suf­ 
ficient force of law-abiding citizens, if 
necessary, to make a strong posse. The 
orders that have been given the army offi­ 
cers are such that if they find it necessary 
to act at once they will be amply justified 
in placing the country under martial law. 
The liquor question is another serious one 
to be met. Advices received here indicate 
that the State of Kansas in prepared to flood 
Oklahoma with liquor. The War Depart­ 
ment has issued secret orders regarding 
this also, and while some liquor will go 
into the newly-opened country, in some 
way or other, most of it will be spilled. 
Whether this will be done by United States 
troops or not is a question. 


N O T ENCOURAGING. 
A Trial of the British Archer Gunboats 
N ot a Success. 
W a s h in g t o n , April 17th.—The recent re- 
poits of the maneuvers of the British naval 
licet contains some matter not entirely ie- 
assuriDg, with respect to some of our new 
naval vessels. _ In these maneuvers, about 
six vessels of the Archer type, participated. 
Tne result was a disagreeable surprise. It 
was found that in a moderately heavv sea 
they were very poor gunboats. The’plat­ 
forms, to use a technical exnression. which 
means the guns, were so unstable that they 
couht not he directed with any approach to 
accuracy of fire. They were also very wet 
ships. These defects are supposed to re­ 
sult from the excessive weight of the ord­ 
nance, and it was recommended that the 
six-inch be replaced by five-inch guns and 
the anchors moved further apart. The sig­ 
nificance of this report to naval officers 
here lies in the fact that the new gunboat 
Yorktown is patterned after the Archer 
type, and will carry the same caliber and 
weight of ordnance. 
Failure has also attended the efforts of 
the British constructors to build twenty- 
knot ships, of which the Navy Department 
here is attempting to build two under di­ 
rection of an Act of Congress. The Medea, 
which was built for a twenty-knot ship, 
has never exceeded nineteen knots, but has 
developed more than the estimated horse­ 
power, an indication to constructors here 
that it is not possible to drive a vessel of 
that length at twenty knots. 
The British authorities have taken the 
same view, and will build another set of 
these boats of greater length. Other ves­ 
sels of the same type have failed to develop 
anything like the necessary 9.000 horse­ 
power, so that the promise of success for 
our boats is not bright. 


CONSTANTINOPLE NEWS. 
An Effort to Close the A m erican M ission 
Schools In Syria Unsuccessful. 
W a s h in g t o n , April 17tb. — Secretary 
Blaine received a dispatch from the Minis­ 
ter at Constantinople saving that the local 
authorities at Ustubego and Beirut have 
closed the American Mission Schools there, 
and that the Mayor of Baalbek and Damas­ 
cus contemplated similar action in seven 
towns. The grounds taken were that per­ 
mission had not been obtained to open 
then), and that the Moslems would not be 
excluded. Strauss called on the Grand 
Vizier and arranged matters, whereupon 
the schools reopened, and the officers were 
ordered to report complaints to Constanti­ 
nople instead of taking action themselves. 


An Im portant Rnllng. 
W a s h in g t o n , April 17th.—'The Postoffice 
Department has rescinded the order issued 
during the last Administration, having for 
iis object the discouragement of the prac­ 
tice by train men of carrying special news­ 
paper correspondence and other mail mat­ 
ter in oilier than mail trains. It is said at 
the department there is a very large num­ 
ber of small towns throughout the country 
which have meager telegraphic facilities. 
In many of these villages the pest and tel- 
graph offices close early, and to prohibit 
train men from carrying to neighboring 
towns or cities small packages that contain 
possibly information of the highest general 
importance, is regarded as being unwise 
and unjust. The newspapers of the coun­ 
try, it is maintained, should receive every 
possible facility for obtaining and dissem­ 
inating the news, and to this end the train 
men should be encouraged to lend all the 
aid possible. 
No N ational Bank for O klahom a. 
W a s h in g to n , April I7th. — The pros­ 
pective opening of Oklahoma has already 
resulted in applicants for charters for a 
National Bank to be established there. 
These applications have raised a perplex­ 
ing question, with which the Attorney- 
General and Comptroller of Cnrrencv are 
now wrestling. The law provides that ap­ 
plications for authority to open National 
Banks should be on file for a vear before 
charters are granted. The Territory of 


Oklahoma, however, has not been open to 
settlement until now, and consequently 
there has hitherto been no occasion for ap­ 
plications for the establishment of bank's. 
U ith the opening of these lands there will 
be immediate need of banks, but if the law 
be construed literally no National Banks 
can oe established in Oklahoma for a year 
to come. 
Appointing Postm asters. 
W a s h in g t o n , April 17th.—From 100 to 
lou iourth-class Postmasters are being ap­ 
pointed daily. Of thtse, one-third are to 
nil vacancies, another third appointed to 
the places of Postmasters who have been 
removed for cause, and the other third are 
to succeed Postmasters who have served 
about four years. While the fourth-class 
I ostmasters are commissioned during the 
pleasure of the Postmaster-General, it is 
believed by the Postoffice Department that 
good service does not demand the reten­ 
tion of Postmasters save in exceptional 
cases, beyond four years, while the good of 
the service, it is said, should be the first 
consideration. There is reason to believe 
the commissions of Postmasters who have 
served four years should be considered ex­ 
pired. 
Red Claud A\ antg a Silver Lining. 
W a s h in g t o n , April 17th —Red Cloud, 
the big Sioux Indian Chief, called on the 
President this afternoon, accompanied by 
Agent Jordan, cf the Rosebud Agency. 
Red Cloud was atiired in civilized garb. It 
is. his custom to make a pilgrimage to 
Washington on the incoming of every new 
President, aud thia ia the ninth time he 
has paid his respects to the Great Father. 
Red Cloud is in a hurry to secure the pay­ 
ment of $28.000, appropriated by Congress 
to pay for a lot of ponies which United 
States troops took away from his band in 
1875, when it was feared they were going 
on the warpath. One of his purposes here 
is to see if this money cannot be paid to 
him and his people at once. 
N otes From the Capital. 
W a s h in g t o n , April 17th.—The Supreme 
Court will close to hear arguments after the 
2G:h, and will adjourn from that day to the 
13th of May, aim then for the term. 
The Interior Department will be closed 
to-morrow out of respect to the memory of 
ex-Secretary John Pillsher. 
Mrs. Admiral Febiger died this morning, 
having never recovered consciousness after 
her accident ot Sunday night. 
Secretary Windom lias signed the Com­ 
mission of Ii. S. Lacy, of Michigan, as 
Controller of Currency, and it is expected 
that the President will add his signature to 
the document to-morrow, in which event 
the appointment will be formally an­ 
nounced. 
The German M ails. 
W a s h in g t o n . April 17th.—Superintend­ 
ent Bell, of the Foreign Mail Office, has re­ 
ceived a communication from the postal 
authorities of Germany, recommending the 
establishment of "sea Postoffices” for the 
distribution of German-American mails on 
shipboard.

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CLEA RIN G T H E STREETS. 
M ayor G ran t’s W ar A gainst th e E lectric 
L ight C om panies. 
N e w Y o r k , April 17th.—The wires came 
down with a swish and a rush upon the 
cobblestones on Broadwav this morning. 
In every direction, as far as the eve could 
reach, were gangs of men hackiug and cut­ 
ting. Contractors had their hands lull in 
keeping the venturesome pedestrians and 
drivers of vehicles from being crushed 
under the falling poles. The Brush Com­ 
pany and United States Electric Light Com­ 
pany have at last awakened to the fact 
that the Mavor means business, and it 
dawned upon them to-day that miles on 
miles of fine copper wire was worth saving. 
They will strip everything along the pro­ 
posed route of destruction. They have al­ 
ready taken down about sixty poles and 
several miles of wire. 
At the offices of the diSerent companies 
this morning everybody looked glum. At 
the Uniied States office they predict that 
electric lighting has received its death blow. 
It costs $300 to stretch a mile of wire over­ 
head, they said, and it will now cost $3,000 
to lay a mile of wire underground. In ad­ 
dition to this, the company has to make its 
own connections from subways to houses, 
aud separate to each building." They think 
the increased charge necessitated by the 
heavy outlay will make it hard to compete 
with the gas companies. 
_ To-night in the upper portion of the citv, 
from Fourteenth street to Fifty-ninth 
street, it is still shrouded in darkness, on 
account of Mayor Grant’s war on the over­ 
head wires. Fifth-avenue was entirely 
black from Twentieth to Fifty-ninth streets; 
Broadway, from Fourteenth to Twenty- 
ninth, and also the principal cross town 
streets in that district. There are a few 
gaslights burning. 


CENTENNIAL OPENING. 
The Loan C ollection at the M etropolitan 
O pera House. 
N ew Y o r k , April 17th.—The Centennial 
celebration began this afternoon with the 
formal opening of the Centennial loan col­ 
lection at the Metropolitan Opera House.

Tlie O riginal Payne B oom ers B ound to 
H ave T h eir O ld Lauds. 
P u r c e l l (I. T.), April 17th.—Many Okla­ 
homa settlers are practically withoutmoney 
to buy food, aud every day men, women 
and children are found begging in the 
streets. Ali they have left is their weapons. 
They have held on to these through all 
adversities. They believe that six-shooters 
will improve more Oklahoma soil than a 
plow for a month or two to come. A large 
majority of the men here belong to the 
original Payne boomers. N ine out of every 
ten of them have not only located their 
claims, but have poled and staked them off. 
They believe now these claims belong to 
them, and when the time comes they will 
fight for them. 
T he B oom ers M ust Cross B oom ing R ivers 
K a n sa s C it v , April 17th.—A Times' spe­ 
cial says : The heavy rains of last night 
have made streams worse than ever, and 
unless they subside there will be great diffi­ 
culty in reaching Lisbon (formerly King­ 
fisher) from here. The country here is 
very beautiful now*, after the rains, and 
the Cherokee strip, south of Caldwell is as 
good as any. It is fertile rolling prairie. 
The cattlemen are not yet reconciled to the 
situation, and look on the settlers with ill- 
concealed dislike. The boomers will start 
all together to-morrow, with troops in front 
of them. It will be a sight not often be­ 
fore presented ia America. A thousand or 
more settlers marching toward homes 
under the regulars of the War Department. 
The settlers here are of a remarkably good 
class. Most of them have comfortable out­ 
fits. Everybody seems to he for himself, 
rather jealous and suspiciousof others than 
united by bonds of friendship. Some are 
experienced frontiersmen.

midnight to-morrow will witness a grand 
rush into the strip. Campers realize that 
all cannot cross tiie border at the same 
place and there will be a scattering along 
the border for miles.

Word was received here 
this evening of a cocliict between several 
parties of boomers, cattlemen and Chicka­ 
saw police at the ford at Chisholm's cattle 
trail, forty miles west of Oklahoma City, 
on the Canadian river. The cattlemen

the Chickasaw nation, to Kansas, but 
the mounted police guarding the northern 
border of Oklahoma refused to permit them 
to use the celebrated Chisholm trail lead­ 
ing through the new Territory. A fight 
resulted, in w*hich the cattlemen were re­ 
inforced by a party of boomers front Cooke 
and Fanning counties. Texas. One of the 
guards, two cattlemen ami one boomer, 
named Geiss, were killed in the melea, be­ 
sides the loss of some valuable horses. 
The cattlemen took the old Albtiine trail, 
and went atound through the Cheyenne 
reservation.Aimed to tlie T eeth. 
K a n sa s C it y , April 17th—The Union 
depot to-day was packed with arrivals for 
Oklahoma. There was not even standing 
room. Thirty Italians from Castle Garden 
were among the number, armed to the 
teeth.

T E E COMMISSIONERS' INSTRUCTIONS. 


According to the rejiort mode by the 
news agencies at the East, they have 
S cured an abstract of the instructions 
of the State Department to the Sauioao 
Commissioners on behalf the United States 
Government. The jmrjiorted abstract on 
its face is reasonable, in the main, and we 
* heiefore accept it at the value claimed for 
it. 
It thus appears that the Commis­ 
sion is instructed, as a first essential to set­ 
tlement of the Samoan question, to insist 
that Germany shall confess the absolute 
autonomy of the native Government of 
the islands. 
The Commission will take no 
account whatever of the claim that, be­ 
cause Germany at this particular moment 
has a preponderating commercial interest 
in Samoa, she should have chief control 
over the Samoan Government. The posi­ 
tion of the L nited States appears to be 
that we will have nothing whatever to do 
with “ control,” except so far as local or 
consular government in Apia may he 
necessary for the protection of our inter­ 
ests. 
The Commission is instructed to 
deny with emphasis that our representa­ 
tives have in any way fostered enmity 
among the natives of Samoa toward the 
Germans, and it is to give Germany to 
understand that we do not for a moment 
admit any responsibility for the conflict of 
arms in Samoa between natives, or natives 
and the Germans. 
Regarding the charge 
that John C. Klein aided the troops of 
Mataafa against the Germans, and that the 
United States Government must therefore 
admit its responsibility for him and make 
redress, the Commissioners are instructed 
to strenuously resist such a claim, and 
under no circumstances give it counte­ 
nance, the fact being, first, that Klein was 
in Samoa in a private capacity, and sec­ 
ondly, that he did not take any part in 
the battle that resulted so disastrously to 
the Germans. The “ abstract ” from which 
these instructions are gleaned is not satis­ 
fying upon the question of Germany’s 
claim of right to exact from Samoans in­ 
demnity for alleged insults and injuries 
sustained by German subjects. 
We aie 
told that the Commissioners are instructed 
to approach that subject delicately, and 
while not resisting the German claim in 
.‘to, to insist that there shall he no exac­ 
tions that will cripple Samoa and give 
Cermany a mortgage upon the resources 
and energies of the country. It would 
more nearly meet the American sentiment 
to say that the United States cannot aflbrd 
to be silent before a claim preferred, such 
as Germany insists upon. 
Its advancement 
ail Americans in Samoa assure us is but a 
pretense. 
If there has been insult and in­ 
jury, it has been in response to the aggres­ 
sions of the foreigner and the endeavor to 
destroy the independence of the Island 
Government. 
Moreover, 
the 
Samoans 
are to 
be 
heard 
upon 
this 
matter, 
since 
they 
have 
a 
counter 
claim 
that 
will 
more 
than 
offset 
that 
of Germany. 
Their lawful head was 
seized and deported, the 
Government 
placed under the control of a pretender, 
the native authorities displaced, impris­ 
oned and cruelly treated, their lands seized 
and their country plunged into a fatricidal 
war through the intrigues of the official 
representatives of the German Govern­ 
ment. The people of a Republic, recog­ 
nizing the right of the governed to choose 
the form of government to which they 
will submit, cannot view with compla­ 
cency the effort of a monarchy to dictate 
to an independent people the character of 
the government rule to which they shall 
acknowledge allegiance. The question of 
the establishment of a new system of gov­ 
ernment for the Samoan group is treated 
in the instructions and left largely to the 
judgment of the Commissioners—of course 
it must involve the consent of the Samo­ 
ans to any plan of reorganization sug­ 
gested : it is not thinkable that the United 
States will be a party to any scheme to 
force upon that people any system that is 
obnoxious to them. 
It will be seen that 
the Commission has no light task before 
it, and that its labors are very likely to he 
extended and vexatious. 


Ox the 30th of March Erastua Wiman 
addressed the Board of Trade of Portland, 
Maine, on commercial union with Canada 
The argument of the speech was the same 
in effect as that contained in the published 
writings of this distinguished economist, 
and to which the R bcobd-Union has fre­ 
quently referred. 
He added, however, 
some extended remarks upon the influences 
that operate to defeat the proposed re­ 
ciprocity, and the chief of these he held to 
Lie the Canadian manufacturers. 
They 
never tire of preaching loyalty to the 
home Government, and that any commer­ 
cial union with the United States that 
would tend to equalize the exchanges be­ 
tween the two countries, would be disloyal 
to the Crown; but they never refer to the 
fact that the Dominion maintains a heavy 
protective tariff against the manufactures 
of the mother country. 
Mr. Wimati's 
hopes must be now very much clouded, 
since the dispatches inform us that the 
principal body of the Dominion Parlia­ 
ment has resolved against taking any 
lurther notice of commercial union propo­ 
sitions. 
It is therefore probable that the 
manufacturers of Canada have proved, as 
Mr. Wiman feared, too ikiwcrful for the 
friends of “union,” and that the “idea” 
must be considered as put to rest for an 
indefinite period—though those who know 
of the jiersistence that characterizes the 
energy of Mr. Wiman, will not be sur­ 
prised to find him preaching his doctrine 
on every convenient opportunity. 


T he annual report of the National Anti­ 
Divorce League gives the philanthropists 
of that organization great encouragement. 
The claim is preferred that in States 
where the reform has been vigorously 
pushed, there are practical and gratifying 
results in legislation to 6how for the labor 
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expended. These States are Michigan, 
Vermont, Maine and Connecticut. 
In 
those communities the new laws secured 
by the League are such that the divorce 
record shows a decided improvement. 
It 
is to be hoped that the League—which, by 
the way, is composed of some of the lead­ 
ing lawyers, scientists, educators and phil­ 
anthropist of the day—will continue in its 
good work, until the effects are felt to the 
confines of the Republic. It is more than 
shameful that divorces increase with us 
out of all proportion to all other things. 
Between 1867 and 1886 the increase was 
1-56 per cent., while the increase of the 
population was but 60 per cent. That is a 
very humiliating showing and one that 
may very well alarm the friends of our 
social fabric. 


T h e Grand Parlor of the Order o f Na­ 
tive Sons of the Golden West, now in ses­ 
sion, has resolved that it would be unwise 
to divide the State of California, and that 
the influence of the Order shall therefore 
be exerted in opposition to any move­ 
ment to bring about a division. This is a 
correct judgment to reach, and the Native 
Sons are to be commended for their 
declaration. But we have no idea that 
State division has been seriously contem­ 
plated by any one. I t is more probable 
that the late “talk” concerning active ef­ 
forts in the direction of division being 
made was put afloat for the purpose of 
giving some new importance to the south 
section of the State. Our brethren in that 
quarter understand the art of advertising 
to a nicety, and neglect neither means nor 
opportunities to bring the southern coun­ 
ties into the foreground of public contem­ 
plation. 


S o u t h C a r o l in a makes a fine showing 
of progress as compared to most of the 
States in that section of the nation. She 
has increased her agricultural products in 
the last ten years more than forty-five 
million of dollars. Her manufacturing ad­ 
vance is represented by a still larger figure. 
W hile in 1870 she had but 35,000 cotton 
spindles running, she now has more than 
a quarter of a million in operation. 
Who 
will say that South Carolina, the first to 
secede, may not be the first in material 
wealth and prosperity in the “New South.’ 


T h e wheel of time is beginning to bring 
alwut its revenge, for one of the witnesses 
who perjured himself in the Times' case 
against Parnell has been sent to prison and 
hard labor. 
But if it was for the perjury, 
the punishment is very light, and in this 
country would be deemed trivial — six 
months’ confinement at prison labor. 


H E A L T H O F T H E S T A T E . 


H a tte r a C o n s id e re d a t a M e e tin g o f th e 
S ta te B o a rd o f H e a lth . 
Drs. Tyrrell and Cluness, of this city, 
visited San Francisco on Tuesday, where a 
special meeting of the State Board of 
Health was held, at which Drs. Orme. of 
Los Angeles, Briceland, of Shasta, Rug 
gies, of Stockton, and Cole and Simpson, of 
San Francisco, were also present, beside 
Drs. Kerr and Herrick, of the State Medi­ 
cal Society. 
Dr. Tyrrell stated that he had visited 
Georgetown, El Dorado county, at request 
of the inhabitants, to inquire into the 
causes of various forms of ievers existing 
there. He found a large swamp with stag­ 
nant water in front of the town, open vaults 
all through the Chinese quarter, a slaughter­ 
house surrounded by decaying bones and 
filth, open wells with numerous vaults and 
percolating streams of sewage were the 
causes of the typhoid and intermittent 
fevers. 
He recommended 
that the wells be 
cleaned, the use of earth closets and con­ 
struction of a canal to draw off stagnant 
water. 
Dr. Tyrrell also stated that he had re­ 
ferred Warden McComb, of the San Quen­ 
tin Prison, to the Attorney-General to de­ 
termine his right to remove a dead body 
from the prison grounds, the District At­ 
torney of Marin having given his opinion 
to the effect that the law forbidding such 
removals until two years alter interment 
did not apply to prison grounds. 
The bill passed by the Legislature pro­ 
viding that ail school Trustees and Boards 
of Education shall exclude any child or 
other person from the public schools who 
cannot produce proof of vaccination, was 
discussed at length. 
Secretary Tyrrell was instructed to have 
th¡9 law and others of a sanitarv nature 
published at once in pamphlet form. 
It was thought that the Act providing tor 
the appointment of health officers by the 
Supervisors of counties was void from the 
fact that an error had been made as to the 
dale when the law should take effect, viz.: 
1887, instead of 1889, but it was decided to 
take further advice in the premises. 
Dr. Briceland said that the quarantine 
bill restricting the importation of diseased 
cattle passed the Senate, but not the Assem­ 
bly. and was not. therefore, a law. 
Dr. Herrick expressed apprehension of an 
outbreak of yellow fever in Florida this 
summer, and 
prominent medical men 
agreed with him. 
It was resolved that a special meeting of 
the Board should be called in San Fran­ 
cisco, by telegraph, immediately upon the 
receipt of any information in regard to the 
outbreak of the fever. 
Dr. Simpson called attention to a letter 
received from Dr. Sawtelle, of the United 
States Medical Service, giving assurance 
that everything possible was bring done to 
push along the work of the quarantine sta­ 
tion in San Francisco harbor? 


JE S S E I>. L A R K 'S R E P L Y .

F r a n c is c o , April 17th.—Jesse D. 
Carr has been accused of having fenced in 
some public land in Modoc county, and he 
has written a letter to John W. Noble, Sec­ 
retary of the Interior, on the subject. To 
begin with, Mr. Carr frankly admits that 
he erected a lence which incloses land to 
which he claims no title, but explains that 
that was douc years before there was any 
law to prohibit it. On the question of tear­ 
ing the fence down Mr. Carr gives some in­ 
formation which sheds some light on the 
character of Modoc county neighbors. It 
appears iroiu his statement that he recently 
imported a number of fine bulls, which are 
the envy of Modoc county. These bulls 
graze within the fence, and it is to enable 
them to drive their herds among these fine 
animals that Carr's neighbors are so anx­ 
ious to have the fence taken down, and for 
no other purpose, for the land inclosed is 
too poor to keep a goat on ten acres, but 
makes serviceable range in addition to the 
fat pasture laud that Carr owns about Clear 
Lake. Carr's neighbors also yearn to graze 
their catti%on the tine swamp lanes which 
Carr owns. Incase that the (iovcrnmeut 
decides that the fence must come down, 
Mr. Carr acks for sufficient time to enable 
him to fence bis swamp lands and make 
an inclosure iu which his fine imported 
cattle can be kept uncontaminated from the 
vuigar herds. Mr. Carr also says that the 
better class of people in the county want 
bis fences retained because they keep stock 
from scattering.

TALK w it h SENATOR STANFORD. 


Prospecta of Office-Seekers — The New 
University—Palo Alto Farm. 
[S. F. Exam iner.] 
M en lo P a r k , April 16th.—Senator Stan­ 
ford, who returned from Washington on 
Saturday, and was at his office at Fourth 
and Townsend streets, San Francisco, yes- 
yesterday, did n it go up to the city to-day. 
He spent the whole afternoon in looking at 
his horses at his breeding farm, and re­ 
turned to his residence late this evening. 
An Examiner representative met him 
there and had a long and interesting con­ 
versation in regard to the California ap­ 
pointments, the extension of the Southern 
Pacific road and the building of branch 
lines, the University and other matters. 
Said the Senator: 
“ Before I left Washington the Pacific 
coast delegation settled on the man for the 
Hawaiian Island mission, and I believe 
recommended him to the President. At 
any rate we agreed on the man. He is 
James 
McKinlay, of San Francisco—a 
brother of Congressman McKinlav of Ohio. 
The Congressman desired his brother’s ap­ 
pointment, and, he being satisfactory, we 
agreed that he should be the man. 
“ The Consulship at Victoria receives no 
attention, and I do not know whether Col­ 
onel Stevens will continue to hold it or not. 
That will be determined here. The post at 
Victoria has not cropped up as one of the 
important places. 
“ Concerning the Collectorship of Internal 
Revenue, for which General J. F. Sheehan 
and one or two others are applicants, the 
delegation did not determine. 


TH E DELEGATION I S ACCORD. 
“ The rule for all the offices with the 
delegation was, first, the fitness of the ap­ 
plicant ; second, his relations to the party 
and what would best suit the people. I 
believe that whenever we made a recom­ 
mendation it was unanimous. I have not 
heard that Senator Mitchell was disap­ 
pointed in any instances, and I do not be­ 
lieve the story that was telegraphed to Cal­ 
ifornia about his being dissatisfied with one 
or two meD. Others of the delegation 
agreed upon candidates for places in Ore­ 
gon. There must have been some mistake 
concerning the report. We have agreed 
every time. 
The terms of the present Postmaster 
and internal revenue officials at San Fran­ 
cisco do not expire for about a year, and 
we thought that to fill them now would be 
premature. Some time will doubtless ex­ 
pire before the new men are named. Any­ 
way there is a sort of a sentiment growing 
up in Washington that good men should 
be allowed to serve out their terms. 


GOOD MEX SAFE FOR A W H ILE. 
“ The vast extent of our administration 
will soon compel the adoption of a regular 
business system in regard to removals. The 
necessities of the case, too, will require the 
heads of departments to control their sub­ 
ordinates, and the Government, as well as 
the department chiefs, will be slow to re­ 
move a good man. That kind of a senti­ 
ment is growing every day; so neither Cali­ 
fornians nor anybody else need be surprised 
if the Democrats serve out their lull time. 
I think that President Harrison will let 
most of the good Democrats stay in office, 
and in the South I think the Protectionists 
will be kindly considered in making ap­ 
pointments. 
“Regarding the applications for Califor­ 
nia positions, we took a.l the applications 
and filed them as they came in. When we 
got ready to act upon them we got them 
out and looked them over, and after we 
had got through we filed them again, with 
or without recommendation as we thought 
best. 
TH E NEW M INISTER TO JAPA N. 
“So far as Mr. Swift's appointment was 
concerned, it was made without aid from 
the delegation. The President had a favor­ 
able opinion of him from the start. It 
seems that a few years ago, when Mr. Swift 
was in Washington for some time, he had 
a seat for about three months at the same 
table with Mr. Harrison. He got to know 
him quite well, and liked him, and there­ 
for appointed him unsolicited as Minister 
to Japan. 
“Colonel Jackson was even better known 
to the President. I believe they studied 
law in the same office.” 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC EXTENSIONS. 
Senator Stanford was asked if it were 
true, as the Seattle people asserted, that the 
Seattle Southern road, now being built, was 
really a Southern Pacific enterprise. The 
Senator replied : 
“ Our road ends at Portland. As to ex­ 
tensions and branch lines of the Southern 
Pacific, of which much has from time to 
time been said, I can only say that the rail­ 
road business is a business that won’t stand 
still. It is growing all the time, and we 
will have to build branches. A trunk line 
can build branches when a short line can­ 
not. At present we have no intention of 
going to Seattle. We get along very well 
with the Northern Pacific and don’t need to 
parallel it. As to railroad building, how­ 
ever, it will not be long till a railroad will 
reach all the way up to Alaska. When it 
gets there it will trend across Behring’s Sea 
and down into Asia. All this, I believe, 
will be done in twenty-five years, and there 
will be literally an iron girdle round the 
earth. 
“ The snows? Oh, they won't bother. 
It’s no harder to build a road down the 
Himalayas than to build across the Sierra 
Nevadas or other places where roads have 
been built. Snowsheds can and will be 
built, the same as we have over the Sierra 
Nevadas for forty miles. It won’t make 
any difference whether the snow is two or 
forty feet deep. Yes, it will be costly, bat 
it will be done. Why. that’s nothing com­ 
pared with what we have done in the last 
fifty years. Behring Sea is the worst ob­ 
stacle, but a way will be found to conquer 
that. 
The reason why the road 
through Asia is feasible is because it 
would be a long line, and could be deflected 
according to the obstacles to be overcome. 
I have no doubt that, in twenty-five years, 
a man can go clear round the earth by 
rail.” 


TH E LELAND STANFORD JR . U N IV ERSITY . 
Senator Stanford then spoke of the pro­ 
gress of the great University which lie is 
founding here. 
“I hope.” said he, “ to have it ready for 
ojiening by the fall of 1890. I spent some 
time in Boston and other Eastern cities 
after I left Washington in looking up va­ 
rious technical and scientific apparatus. I 
am a judge of machinery, but when it 
comes to the delicate apparatus lately in­ 
troduced into the best universities of the 
world forgiving instruction I am sometimes 
at sea as to what is best, and am forced to 
leave the matter of selection to experts. I 
want to get every thing of this kind that is 
useful. I want the best, and am now 
working out plans to get it. 
“I have also been looking around for a 
man for the Presidency. The man I want 
is hard to (ind. I want a man of good 
business and executive ability, as well as a 
scholar. 
The 
scholars 
are 
plentiful 
enough, but the executive ability is scarce. 
I have not settled on anybody yet, and I 
don’t know whom I shall pet, but if I can­ 
not combine these two qualifications I will 
get a business man or I will take the Presi­ 
dency of it myself until I can get a suitable 
man. 
“The cost of an education here will be 
very small. No room rent will be charged, 
nor will anything else except board, which 
will probably be about $1 50 a week. I 
want to place the advantages of the uni­ 
versity within the reach of everybody. 
Classical scholars cau come and pursue a 
special course and get as much knowledge 
as it will be possible to impart in any in­ 
stitution of learning. 
A THOROUGH COURSE OF INSTRUCTION. 
“ I am particularly anxious that the 
youug men who are by thousands gradu­ 
ated from the colleges of the land, and sent 
forth weaponless, so to speak, shall here 
find an opportunity to take up some spe­ 
cialty. We shall teach the classics, in fact, 
everything, beginning with the kindergar­ 
ten : but we shall also teach the specialties, 
so that young men and women will not be 
without a knowledge of a specialty on 
graduation. We will fit all the students for 
some active calling in life. 1 hope the Uni­ 
versity will have a character and standing 
from the start. Eventually I hope it will 
have several thousand students. The real 
problem is how to realize the possibilities 
of the students.” 
PROFITS OF TH E PALO ALTO FARM. 
Senator Stanford was much pleased to­ 
day, in looking over his breeding farm, to 
find bis blood colts in so thrifty a condition. 
H e has a great many colls that he expects 
will develop remarkable speed. He says it 
costs no more to raise a good horse than a 
poor one, and that while he commenced 
breeding colts in the first place as a diver­ 
sion from business, it has got to be profita­ 
ble.

A VISIT TO THE WRECKED SCS- 
PEXSION BRIDGE. 


W ires th a t S n ap L ik e P ip e ste m s— 
A. G rap h ic D escrip tio n o f th e

Yesterday m orning Supervisors Tebbets, 
Black and Ross, acccmpan ed by a R e c o e d - 


U n i o k reporter, left the city for the scene 
of the recent wreck of the McCabe wire 
suspension bridge w hich spanned the Co- 
sum nes river about twenty-four miles out 
on the Jackson road. The road for the 
w hole distance is in excellent condition, 
showing that the Road Overseers in the 
districts traveled over are looking after 
their duties in a proper m anner. Farm ers 
along the route say that crops never looked 
better, and anticipate a bountiful harvest. 
Indeed, in m any of the fields the barley is 
already heading and as thick and free 
from weeds as a farm er could wish for. 
Excellent views of the country round about 
were afforded from some of the high knolls, 
and as far as the eye could see it was one 
vast area of green and fertile fields. It is a 
grand sight, and one worth seeing. 
On the trip to the bridge the Supervisors 
were occupied in observing the condition 
of the roads, and it wa3 noticeable that 
several parties had moved out their fences 
farther into the highway than they should 
have done, but as it does not m aterially 
affect the road, there will probably be noth­ 
ing done about it. 
Supervisor Ross was posted on his dis­ 
trict (the eighth), from one end to the 
other. H e knew every farmer and laborer 
in the whole place, and could nam e the 
owner of every farm. 
H e was right at 
hom e with 
the 
history of the whole 
Cosumnes river bottom ,'and told several 
stories about the place. “ Here,” said he, 
just before reaching the Cosumnes Post- 
oilice, “is where the old adobe building 
used to be in which the m iners from Mich­ 
igan Bar would congregate during the 
racing season, and there is where the race 
track was. They used to have great times 
here in early days.” 
At Cosumnes Postoftiee the party were 
joined by A. M. Plum m er, Road Overseer 
lor the district in that part of the county, 
and from there the drive to the bridge was 
made in about an hour. 


THE FALLEN BEIDGE. 
One glance at the wreck told the tale. 
Nothing was left spanning the river, except­ 
ing the two m ain cables on the left side, 
dangling from which were the uprights 
w hich held the flooring, but none of the 
latter was there. The two cables on the 
opposite side, at the approach to the bridge, 
were snapped off at the anchorage, and 
the right-hand tower was also felled. The 
cable guys on both the towers on this side 
were also snapped, and the m ain cables lay 
in the bed of the stream. W orkm en had 
succeeded in hauling all of the planking to 
the shore, excepting a few pieces of the 
flooring that were dangling in the air from 
the cable that did not break, and the wreck 
will be left as it is until the Supervisors de­ 
cide as to w hat shall be done. The river is 
fordable at present, so that there is no im ­ 
mediate necessity for a tem porary bridge. 
Upon exam ination of the cables where 
they were broken, one of them (the largest) 
appeared to be just as good as new, while 
th e other was badly rusted, and some of the 
wires when bent would snap off like a dry 
twig. 
W ith the heavy weight of 2,000 
sheep the cables gave away, letting down 
the right-hand side of the bridge, turning 
the flooring completely over and precipitat­ 
ing the anim als to the river bed, about 
thirty feet below. 
The structure is 304 feet long from tower 
to tower, and 12 feet in width. The cables 
are 9x7 inches in circumference. Accord­ 
ing to the different statem ents given by 
parties who witnessed the calamity, the 
following is about 


HOW THE ACCtDENT HAPPENED : 
George Taverner, an extensive farmer, is 
the owner of a large num ber of sheep, 
w hich he pastures in fields on the other 
side of the bridge. A couple of weeks ago 
his herder brought the band, 2,110 in num ­ 
ber. over the bridge in safety to this side, 
for the purpose of shearing them . Last 
Sunday he started to drive them back to 
pasture, and when the bridge was reached 
the anim als rushed on and over to the 
other side, but those that were in the 
lead, 
seeing 
a 
shepherd dog 
lying 
down 
in 
the 
road 
a 
little 
way 
beyond the bridge, stopped still, while the 
other sheep kept crowding on. Some say 
all of the sheep were on the bridge, and 
others say n o t; at all events, while in this 
condition a snap was heard, the floor 
turned over to one side, and by ten and 
tw enty at a time the anim als were thrown 
below—some on a sand-bank in the river 
and others into the water. About fifty 
reached the other side in safety before the 
flooring gave way, and a good m any rushed 
back to this side. The scene below was a 
pitiful one. There lay a mass of sheep 
piled one on another, with the flooring of 
the bridge on top of them , and the poor 
creatures bleating painfully. The scene is 
said to have been one that appealed to the 
sym pathy of all who looked on. Then 
again a dozen or more hung in the air, 
being caught in the upright cables—some 
around the throat and others by their less. 
These were removed as rapidly as possible. 
About 135 were killed, or injured so that 
they bad to be killed. Some had their 
backs broken, others their limbs, and still 
others were killed outright. The m utton 
was given away to anyone who would 
take it. 
Benjamin Baiiey, an old farmer and resi­ 
dent near the bridge, said he heard the 
crash and thought it was an earthquake. 
H e was glad the bridge had fallen at the 
tim e it did. as probably at any other, loss 
of hum an life m ight have occurred. 
He 
thought there were between 50 and 75 tons 
of weight on the bridge at the time it went 
down. 
Thom as Brown, the Road Overseer for 
the district, said he had his men to work 
im m ediately after the accident, clearing 
away the debris and getting the sheep to 
the shore. 


ON THE HOMEWARD TRIF. 
George Traverner. the owner of the 
sheep, was met on the road, and he stated 
that he was going to present a demand for 
damages to the Board of Supervisors. He 
was not going to hire any lawyers, but 
thought the Board would look at the m at­ 
ter in the proper light and do the just 
thing. 
If they did not allow him damages 
he would drop the matter, but he trusted 
they 
would 
do 
him 
justice. 
The 
route home was taken via the new Jackson 
road, and a num ber of improvements were 
noted in that section, under the supervision 
of Roadmaster Plum m er. The Supervisors 
say he is one of the best men in the employ 
of the county. 
In regard" to the building of the new 
bridge, the Supervisors say they will look 
into the m atter more thoroughly, and de­ 
term ine w hether or not it would be more 
advisable to have a new combination bridge 
or repair the old one. They say that such 
a num ber of sheep should not have been 
driven over at one time. 


M O RAL TESTS. 


C rea tu res W h o S h ou ld b e In tro d u ced to 
th e T a r-B u ck et. 
Most of the tim e of the Police Court yes­ 
terday waa occupied in bearing testimony 
in the cases of John M iller and W illiam 
Diaz, two young m en employed on the 
water front, who were charged w ith at­ 
tem pting to com m it crimes against nature. 
T he witnesses against them were chiefly 
boys from nine to eleven years of age, and 
the evidence was of such shocking charac­ 
ter that Judge Buckley, in deciding the 
cases, remarked that no jury would punish 
the citizens of the southwestern part of 
town if they were to take the law into 
tbeir own bands and drive all such moral 
pests from their vicinity. 
The fact was developed that boys of the 
best families are in the habit of associating 
and holding converse with men of the 
most beastial natures, and whose language 
would cause all bnt the most debased of 
the dregs of society to blnsb. 
Diaz barely escaped the vengeance of 
the Court, but his partner in crime will be 
dealt with this morning.

T H E B A R L O W CASE. 


Th© D efen d a n t H eld to A n sw er—A Con­ 
troversy O ver T estim o n y . 
The case of M artha E. Sm ith against W. 
P. Harlow was called in Justice Devine's 
Court yesterday, the tim e set for the deci­ 
sion upon the question of holding the de­ 
fendant to answer to the charge of obtain­ 
ing property by false pretenses. There 
were quite a num ber of persons present, 
the case having attracted considerable at­ 
tention the past week. It will be rem em ­ 
bered that during the exam ination a some­ 
what heated controversy arose between 
A lbert M. Johnson, one of the attorneys 
for the prosecution, and District Attorney 
Brnner, over the iatter’s testimony, which 
was referred to in sharp terms by Mr. 
Johnson in his concluding argum ent. 
Before rendering his decision yesterday 
Justice Devine took up this m atter and re­ 
viewed the facts at considerable length, 
concluding by censuring Mr. Johnson for 
iiis rem arks on the occasion referred to. 
The District Attorney had stated on the 
witness stand that his first knowledge of 
the case was obtained from a newspaper 
publication, or words to that effect. This 
statem ent the prosecution combatted, and 
the controversy 
arose 
therefrom, 
Mr. 
Bruner contending that he referred to the 
“ facts” of the case, and Mr. Johnson in­ 
sisting to the contrary. 
The Court then reviewed the testimony 
in the case at issue, and held the defendant 
to answer before the Superior Court, bail 
being fixed at $750. This was soon given, 
and Harlow departed with his attorney and 
friends. 
AN 
ERROR CORRECTED. 
In an interview published in our evening 
contemporary Mr. Johnson is quoted as 
saying that on the day following the tiling 
of the complaint. District Attorney Bruner 
called and examined the document in Ju s­ 
tice Devine’s office, “ w hile the fact is, that 
the m atter did not appear in the newspa­ 
pers until the next evening.” 
So far as the latter part of this statement 
is concerned it is founded on error. The 
fact of the filing of the complaint, as well 
as the nature of the charge contained 
therein, 
were 
first 
published in 
the 
R ecord-U nio n on the m orning following 
the tiling of the document in the Justice's 
Court, and the District Attorney could not 
have seen the papers in the Justice's Court 
until several hours afterward. It is possible 
that some of the feeling engendered may 
have originated in the error growing out of 
this misconception of the facts. 


R A IL R O A D 
IN SPEC T IO N . 


G overn m en t C om m ission er» E x a m in in g 
th e C aliforn ia a n d O regon . 
The Directors’ car of the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company arrived here at 1:30 p. m. 
yesterday over the California and Oregon 
Division, having on board Isaac M. Weston, 
Mayor of Grand Rapids, Mich.; General 
Alexander Gunn, of Cleveland, O.; Colonel 
John P. Irish, of San Francisco; W m. H . 
Mills, General Land Agent, and W m . Hood, 
Chief Engineer of the Southern Pacific 
Company. The party came from Ashland, 
and were returning from a tour of inspec­ 
tion. The first three ceutlemen nam ed are 
United States Commissioners, appointed by 
President Cleveland to inspect the first 
twenty-five miles of the California and 
Oregon Railroad this side of Ashland. 
The appointm ent of this Commission was 
one of the last of Mr. Cleveland’s official 
acts. The Commissioners expressed them ­ 
selves as highly pleased with the m anner 
in which the road had been constructed, 
and spoke in complimentary term s of the 
engineering skill displayed in building over 
the Siskiyou mountains. 
Before’ leaving for San Francisco the 
party took carriages and drove around the 
city. The Commission is a very heavy 
body. Mr. Gnnn weighs 204, Mr. Weeton 
222 and Mr. Irish 243 pounds. Mr. Weston 
said he bad gained just ten pounds since 
he left borne two weeks ago. The party 
reported plenty of snow in the Siskiyou 
mountains, and said they bad experienced 
a remarkable change of climate since 
morning.

IT W IL L P A T . 


W h at I t Is W orth to S acram en to to B a r * 
Spring R acin g M eetin gs. 
A couple of weeks ago there were up­ 
ward of one hundred horses in training at 
Agricultural Park, about three-fourths of 
which were runners and the rest trottera. 


M a n y of the horses are now away on the 
spring circuit, which commenced last week 
at San Jose. Yesterday the Fresno meet­ 
ing opened, and from there the horses will 


go to Los Angeles, San Francisco and 
Dixon, bringing up im e in tim e for the 
Capital City T urf Club’s races, which com­ 
mence on the 6th of May. 
It is estimated that each horse kept at the 
Park here costs his owner from 75 cents to a 
dollar a day. and a hundred or more ani­ 
mals domiciled here for several m onths 
means the expenditure of quite a hand­ 
some sum . To care for this num ber of 
horses from forty to fifty men are employed, 
and their board and personal expenditures 
figure up largely each m onth. 
_ It will be seen, therefore, that the propo­ 
sition to establish annual spring meetings 
here on a large scale means a ruoDthly ex­ 
penditure in this city, for several m onths of 
the year, of nearly or about $4,000. This 
fact is worthy of consideration when busi­ 
ness men set about figuring on the proposi­ 
tion as to w hether or not they can afford to 
contribute liberally to set the ball in m o­ 
tion.

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SONS OK PIONEERS. 
Third Day of the Orard Parlor of the 
N. S. G. W. 
San liA^Ar.L. April 17th.—The third day 
of the annual sesrton of the Grand Parlor 
N. S. G. W. opened at 9:30 a. h. to-day, 
called to order by Graud President Dorn. 
After prayer by the Chaplain and the 
reading oí the minutes of the proceedings 
of 1 utsday, the reports of the various com­ 
mittees were announced as in order. 
On motion of Jones, of Oroville, the re­ 
port of the committee appointed to draft 
resolutions in respect to the memory of the 
late Grand President, Frank J. Higgins, 
was made the special order tor 10:15 a. m. 
Chairman Coombs, of the Committee on 
Legislation, reported favorably on the pro­ 
posed amendment providing that all laws 
and amendments to the constitution of the 
Grand and subordinate Parlors take effect 
on the 1st ot July, following the adjourn­ 
ment of the Grand Parlor. Adopted. 
The resolution providing for the conven­ 
ing of the Grand Parlor on the fourth 
Monday of April of each year was re­ 
ported without recommendation, and was 
by a vote rejected. 
The resolution providing for the elimina­ 
tion of the following from Section 1 of Ar­ 
ticle 11, of the Constitution of the Grand 
Parlor, was reported adversely, and the 
committee report was adopted. 
“This 
clause shall only apply to San Francisco, 
Sacramento, Stockton and Los Angeles.” 
The resolution providing for the appoint­ 
ment of a Literary Committee, and the 
appropriation of $1,000 for the expenses of 
said committee, was referred back to the 
Committee on Legislation. 
A resolution providing for the election of 
delegates two months prior to the meeting 
of the Grand Parlor, and imposing other 
restrictions of minor importance, was re­ 
ported favorably and adopted. 
Changes to conform with the new laws 
were also adopieu. 
1'he hour lor me special order of the re­ 
port of the committee appointed to draft 
resolutions of respect to the memory ot 
Past Grand President Higgins and to Henry 
P. Johnson, of Grass Valley, having ar­ 
rived, Jones, of Oroville, submitted ap­ 
propriate resolutions, and the same were 
adopted by a rising vote. The committee 
was instructed to present like resolutions 
in respect to the memory of a former mem­ 
ber of the Grand Parlor, Thomas Andrews. 
Recess until '1 r. m. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The resolution to locate all future Grand 
Parlors in San Francisco was reported ad­ 
versely and lost. 
The resolution providing for the exclu­ 
sion from the N. S. G. W. Admission Day 
celebrations of all organizations, save the 
Native Sous, Native Daughters, Pioneers, 
city, county and national authorities, was 
tabled. 
The Golden Hcsf was in a resolution re­ 
cognized as the organ of the Order, and the 
Visiting Board was made a permanent in­ 
stitution. 
The resolution providing for local ccle- 
hrations of Admission Day by the various 
Parlors was lost. 
On report of the Ritual Committee, a 
reward of $500 was offered for any ritual 
that may be adopted by the Grand Parlor. 
If no ritual be submitted to the committee 
prior to December 1st the committee shall 
invite suggestions from the Parlors and 
shall meet in San Francisco and compile 
therefrom a ritual, the committee's ex­ 
penses to be defrayed by the Grand Parlor. 
The Committee on Districting the State for 
Trustee Districts reported in favor of seven 
districts, submitting a map showing each. 
The committee also reported an amendment 
to this effect, specifying the counties com­ 
posing each district, and providing that 
the deiegates from each district shall elect 
the Trustees from such districts. 
Resolutions in respect to the memory of 
Thomas J. Andrews were submitted and 
approved. 
A resolution to constitute the offices of 
Grand Second Vice-President and Grand 
Third Vice-President was introduced and 
referred. 
A resolution providing that Parlors may 
be organized outside of the State, wherever 
a sufficient number of members may be 
ound, the members thereof to take an ob- 
igation binding them never to vote for the 
holding of p. Grand Parlor outside of Cali­ 
fornia. and to make no claim for mileage, 
was also introduced and referred. 
Other proposed amendments of minor 
importance were also introduced and were 
referred to the proper commit'ees. 
On motion a recess until 7:30 p. m. was 
taken. 
GOVERNOR PK1NCK. 
He Is Inaugurated at Santa Ke with Im­ 
posing Ceremonies. 
Santa F e, April 17th.—New Mexico's 
newly appointed Governor, L. Bradford 
Prince, former Chief JuBtice of the Terri­ 
tory, and whose home is in this city, ar­ 
rived from Washington at noon to-day. 
He was met at the depot by fully 5,000 citi­ 
zens, representing the leading men from 
every section of the Territory. A proces­ 
sion was formed which marched to the 
Capitol and the Governor was inaugurated 
amid imposing ceremonies. 
Ex-Governor Axteil delivered the wel­ 
coming address, frequently referring to the 
new era which the appointment of Gov­ 
ernor Prince was expected to open up for 
New Mexico. The Governor responded, 
and spoke of the undeveloped resources of 
the Territory, and urged the people to con­ 
tinue their demand for admission as a 
State. Governor Ross, whom Governor 
Prince succeeds, was President of the in­ 
auguration. and took part in making it a 
success. General satisfaction is expressed 
throughout the Territory over the appoint­ 
ment of Prince. 
IBANK 8ANFOKD. 
A Yonog Man ot San Rafael 
Suicide. 
Commits 


San Rafael, April 17th.—The most de­ 
liberate aud apparently premeditated sui­ 
cide ever known in the history of Marin 
countv was committed a*, the Albion 
House this morning by Frank Sanford. 
No reason can be assigned for his lash 
action, no writing of any kind being found. 
For some months past Sanford had been 
keeping company with an estimable young 
lady residing in San Francisco. Last even­ 
ing she came to San Rafael and is stopping 
at tbe residence of a relation, where she 
was met by Sanford and escoited to tbe 
Grand Farlor reception at Gordon's * )pera 
House. There he was in the best of spirits, 
being one of the gayest on the floor. At 
the conclusion of the reception he escorted 
his lady friend home, and, complaining of 
being over-heated and liable to contract 
cold, a bed lounge in the sitting-room was 
placed at his disposal and he accepted. 
This morning at 0 o'clock one of the in­ 
mates of the house, on his way up town, 


said he was sleeping soundly. Apparently 
he arose about 6:30 o’clock and went to bi3 
room in the Albion House. There he re­ 
moved tho bed clothes and hair mattress, 
and taking off his clothes he lay on the 
bed and with a keen razor cut his throat 
from ear to ear, almost serving the head 
from the body. Parties in adjoining rooms 
heard his groans but did not attribute 
them to any such cause. 
The Coroner 
took charge of Ilia body and personal 
effects, and removed them to the Morgue. 
Sanford came to California from New 
Amsterdam, New York, about two years 
ago, and for the past year he has been stop­ 
ping in Sau Rafael. * 
His uncle is a prosperous carpet manufact­ 
urer in New Amsterdam. It is generally sup­ 
posed that he came here to obtain a ai 
vorce, he having married one of the girls 
employed in his uncie’s mills. His wife 
sued for divorce on the grounds of cruelty, 
and was granted it in the Supreme Court 
of New York, on November 12, 1884. Here 
he entered proceedings, on what grounds it 
could not be learned, and was granted a 
divorce on October 22, 1888. His disposi­ 
tion was very affectionate. 
He would 
break down and cry for the least possible 
reason. His relatives in the East have 
been notified by telegraph. 
THE FRESNO RACES. 
Harry Storm and HI* Horse Jack lirady 
Ruled OB' the Track. 
F resno, April 17th.—There was a good 
attendance at the second day’s spring meet­ 
ing ot the Fresno Fair Grounds Associa­ 
tion. The first race wa3 a mile and a quar­ 
ter dash, running, for a purse of $250. The 
starters were Jack Brady, Dave Douglass, 
Rose Lewis, Edwin F.. Manzanita. Elwood 
and Sir Charles. Manzanita won. Time, 
2:10. Dave Douglass second. Jack Brady 
came in first, but was disqualified because 
of fraudulent weighing. The horse and 
owner, Harry Storm, of Oakland, were 
ruled off the track. 
The second was a race of a mile and an 
eighth, running, for three-year-olds, for a 
purse of $250. The starters were Howpur, 
G. W. and Lewis. G. W. won. Time, 
1:58. Lewis second. 
The third race was trotting, for the 2:40 
class, for a purse of $200. Starters: Charley 
F., White Ash and Bracelet. Charley F. 
won the fir3t heat. Time, 2:33. White 
Ash second, Bracelet third. 
White Ash won the second heat in 2:35, 
Charley F. second, Bracelet third. 
Charley F. won the third heat. Time, 
2:35. White Ash second, Bracelet third. 
White Ash won the fourth heat. Time, 
2:40. Charley F. second, Bracelet dis­ 
tanced. 
The fifth heat and race wa3 won by 
White Ash, Charley F. second. 
IVasblngtou Territory Mines. 
E llensbcbg (W.T.), April 17th.—Joseph 
Hall, engaged in the Swank placer mines, 
near this city, met with an accident to-day 
by the caving of his mine. His arms and 
legs were broken in several places, and he 
was inwardly hurt. He was brought to 
the Ellensburg hospital, but cannot sur­ 
vive his injuries. 
Ward Emigh, Superintendent of Bridge 
Construction for the Northern Pacific, was 
severely injured by the bursting of a tor­ 
pedo on tne track while riding over the 
line with a velocipede. The shell entered 
the flesh, causing a fearful wound. 
Ten California miners airived in the city 
this afternoon on their way to the Concon- 
ally mine. They spent the afternoon ex­ 
amining specimens from the new strikes, 
which they pronounce very high in gold 
and silver. They were surprised to hear 
the extent of the ledges and the magnitude 
of the mining district. The Fourth of 
July mine, purchased a few weeks since 
for $100.000, sold a few days ago for $200,­ 
000. This is the largest sale made in the 
district. 
San Francisco Items. 
San F rancisco, April 17th.—Daniel J. 
McKee, under life sentence for robbery, 
and Dennis O'Neil, having served seven 
years of a twenty-year term for murder in 
the second degree, will apply to the Gov­ 
ernor for a pardon. 
Charles DuJardin, a carpenter, while 
working on a ladder, fell a distance of six­ 
teen feet and was instantly killed. He was 
married, and a native of Belgium. 
A middle-aged man, and supposed to be 
George Towers, hired a room at the St. 
David's House Tuesday night, and this 
afternoon was found dead from the effects 
of morphine. 
Mary Darling, a dressmaker, who lived 
at No. 39 Ninth street, suicided this after­ 
noon by shooting herself in the head. 
Business reverses, and an impudent step­ 
son, led her to take her life. 
Jack McAuley and Joe Bowers fought 
this evening at the Golden Gate Club. It 
was a slogging-match from the first, and no 
science was displayed. In the fifteenth 
round the fight was awarded to Bowers. 
A Terrible Heath. 
San F rancisco, April 17th.—William H 
Dornin, a messenger boy in Vanderslice’s 
jewelry store on Sutter street, met with a 
norrible death yesterday. About 4:30 in 
the afternoon, while on an errand for one 
of his emplovers, he boarded the freight 
elevator at 136 Sutter sireet. It was his 
first attempt to run an elevator, and the 
consequence was that when the elevator 
reached the top of the shaft, he being un­ 
able to stop it, was crushed to death. De­ 
ceased was a native of California. 16 years 
of age, and resided with his parents at 
2009 Folsom street. 
Tliiuks HU Time Has Come. 
Salem (Or.), April 17th.—Rev. J. W. 
Harris, of this city, formerly Congrega­ 
tional minister here, has been very sick for 
several weeks. He now refuses to eat, and 
ba3 taken no nourishment, except an occa­ 
sional cup of coffee without cream, for over 
a week. His excuse is that his time has 
come, and he does not want to interfere 
with the plan of the Almighty, to take 
him when He pleases. He is not suffering 
much, but is not expected to live long. 
Oregon Hoard ot Agriculture. 
Salem (Or.). April 17th.—The following 
members of the Southern Oregon State 
Board of Agriculture were appointed by 
the Governor to-day: Chas.

Auburn, April 17th.—Last evening as 
Leona Wear was walking up the railroad 
above Clipper Gap, an Indian assaulted 
her. She toogbt him off, getting away a id, 
coming hack to town, friends took her 
home. Constable Dyer of Colfax found 
and attempted to arrest the Indian, who 
resisted, striking Dyer on the head with a 
rock. Dyer then shot and killed him.
